Nobody is surprised at the collections as blockbuster was written all over it since 
the start but if you compare it with the original, it definitely is pleasantly surprising 
to know how much the franchise has grown in leaps and bounds.

| read a small article by Sahitya Akademi winner Jayant Pawar 
on the diminishing culture of dance as Performing Art in kothas 
and | instantly thought that it can be turned into a beautiful film. 
| have been to the hub of kothas in Nagpada as a part of my 
iob so | could connect with it. After Jayant finished writing the 
story, | presented my screenplay to my producer and shared my 
vision.

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Weren't you skeptical about wearing the 
director’s hat with no prior experience? 
My Cinematographer Vinod Pradhan and | go 
back a long time. | have worked and assisted 
him with the camera many times before so | am 
technically sound. Directing a film was a dream 
so when | got an opportunity, | was prepared for 
it in every way and grabbed it. 


You have authored many books, why 
didn’t you choose any of your books to 
turn it into a film?

If you want to see what a ‘real hit’ film looks like, you might just have to give in 
and take a trip to Maratha Mandir in Mumbai, where students from St. Xavier's 
still whistle when Shah Rukh Khan scores a goal and Kajol dances in the rain, in 
Aditya Chopra's Dilwale Dulhania Le Jayenge (1995). 


It is unlikely that a film today will see that kind of an audience loyalty and 
success. Well, to say the least, fans these days aren't even as actor-loyal as 
they used to be, why else would Besharam flop, abruptly ending the Ranbir 
Kapoor phenomena that began with Rockstar (2011). rose with Barfi! (2012) 
and strengthened with Yeh Jawaani Hai Deewani (2013), only to face a drastic 
drop with the star's latest re ease? Trade analysts and industry experts are now 
holding their breaths at how Bombay Velvet will change the actor's career. 


The definition of a ‘hit’ film and a 'super-hit' actor is constantly evolving in 
Bollywood and theatrical revenue is not the only marker of success anymore! 


Looking at this problem from a strictly quantitative point of view, we can say 
that on an average 5 films release every month, though the number of the films 
produced is much higher than that. Eventually, the figure results to 60 films a 
year!

According to last year's KPMG-FICCI report, there are approximately 300 
films in the 
pipeline at any given point of time in B-town, which means 
that 60 per cent of films never see the light of day. On an 
average 1000 films release in India annually, out of which 
approximately 300 to 500 are Hindi films. Out of those only 
100 films run in theatres pan-India for a week. Minimizing 
this number even lower, only 20-30 films run in screens 

for over one week and even lesser for over two weeks. Out 
of the remaining that do, 7-12 films make it to the list of 
top-grossers in the country and 2 manage to break records.

The cinema of India consists of films produced across

"The Indian film industry is considered to be the largest 
film industry in the world in terms of the number of 
feature films produced and released every year (more 
than 1,200). In addition to this, over 1,800 short films 
documentaries, and non-feature films have been released 
during the year of 2010, several of which have won 
international awards. India's film industry is also multi 
lingual. 

It is not true that the Government is ignorant, instead 

it has taken several initiatives to liberalize the foreign 
policy regulations relating to films. It has also enterec 
into co-production treaties with several countries like 
Korea, UK and USA and is in the process of entering into 
more bilateral pacts with Australia, China, Canada and 
Austria. 

The film industry contributes approximately 13 percent 
directly to the entire entertainment industry and is 
projected to grow at a CAGR of 9.6 percent and to reach 
a size of INR 132.1 billion by 2015

Based on record-setting box office revenues and an 
expanding labour supply, media entertainment looks like

consumers all over the world, the future may be temporarily 
secure. Ultimately, the combination of long-term industry 
restructuring and a short-term squeeze is manifested in the 
regional industry centre in Los Angeles, undermining its 
creative and productive capacities. But without wide-spread 
labour, the Hollywood production system is nothing but 

an empty shell. But Hollywood has set its claws into every 
country of the world trying hard to grope onto all kinds of 
revenue that are available. 

Much of the debate around the evolution of industry clusters 
over time has been built on two assumptions. The first is that 
regionally located firms are the strategic actors in increasing 
tourism and the belief that ‘if you like our movies, you will 
like us!”

It's been a while that we saw you in an out and out villainous role. 
Were you consciously trying not to play the bad man?

What drew you to make Laxmi? 
My films have always been about 
heroism. My protagonist is always 

a hero who fights against odds 

to achieve victory. In Laxmi, the 
protagonist is a simple girl, who is 
abducted and pushed into prostitution 
at a tender age of 14. | don't want 

to tell the depressing tale of a poor 
prostitute and show her plight to gain 
sympathy. But when she finds even a 
little hope for justice she wages a war 
against all the predictable people and 
unpredictable problems to seek her 
freedom. All my films have a heroic 
angle to it because | want them to be 
inspirational; characters that you can 
look up to when your spirits are low. 


Sexual harassment, human 
trafficking, rape seem to be 
popular topics for films and 
television shows. Do you 
agree? 

| can't comment on someone else's 
filmmaking sensibilities but | do think 
it's a heartening trend. It's good that 
such issues are being discussed in the 
open. However, just because we are 
discussing it expressively in society, it 
does not mean that the problems are 
getting solved. This issue still needs to 
be addressed till 
there is a change 
in the society at 
the grassroots 
level. 


A film can portray 
the exact emotion 
that a character 
feels with a lot of 
detailing.

How did you source this story? 
| am associated with an NGO that 
shelters and rehabilitates victims 

of human trafficking. There, | met 
one such girl who survived it all by 
fighting against it. | was so inspired 
by her story that | made a 14 minute 
long documentary on her. When my 
producer Elahe and | saw it later, we 
decided to make a film on it. 


So is it a biography? 

| can't make a biographical film on 
such an issue because it would be 
difficult for the victim to narrate and 
for me to portray the minute details of 
such a dreadful life. Though the story 
of freedom is true, the circumstances, 
characters and people are fictional. 


Do you think filmmakers 
exploiting this issue by making 
such films so as to pull crowds 
to the theatres? 

Yes, it is wrong if you are making a 
film to exploit such issues. There could 
be a lot of films being made on such 
topics but eventually it's for the viewers 
to decide which film is genuinely 
throwing some light on the issue and 
which one is exploiting it. |, as a 
filmmaker, will only present my point 
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of view in my film. Rest is for the audience 

to judge. Also, after making 12 films, the 
world knows by now that | don't make films 
just to make money. It has to strike a chord in 
someone's heart. 


What is the budget of your film? 

Like most of my films, Laxmi is also a small 
budget film that was made in € 2.5 crore. 
My belief is that you don't need a huge star 
cast if you want to tell a good story. The story 
will pull crowds and | will make enough 
money to recover the cost with a little 

profit. | also act in most of films if | 

fit the character and save some 

money there as well. 


Do you have any 
apprehensions 
regarding this film? 

| just hope it sails smoothly 
through the censor

What took you so long to launch your second film 
after Sanai Choughade (2008)? 

| never thought | would get into production. (Smiles) It was 
Subhash Ghai who prompted me to get my hands dirty. But 
once | started getting involved in the process, it became 
evident why people enjoyed it. Making a film, promoting it 
and gauging the audience reaction is a high like no other. 


We wanted our second venture to be different from the first 
one and for that we needed a good story. When | read this 
script, | was sure that this was the kind of stuff | want my 
company Affluence Movies Pvt. Ltd. to produce and hence, | 
have taken it up. 


Poshter Boys, interesting title... 

(Laughs) It is. The film is a situational comedy about three 
guys from different age groups and their aspirations. Though 
the setting of the film is rural, every city-dweller will be able 
to relate to the story. It is a light-hearted, humorous take on 
their hardships and struggle to make it through it all. We 
have cast Dilip Prabhavalkar, Aniket Vishwasrao, Hrishikesh 
Joshi, Pooja Sawant and Neha Joshi, who are renowned 
names in the industry. The film is being directed by Sameer 
Patil and for the music we have roped in Lesle Lewis. So, we 
are looking at chartbuster music. 


Instead of making a Marathi film, won't a bi- 
lingual make more sense considering you have a 
sizeable national audience? 

Yes, that would be a profitable venture but the problem 
with bi-lingual films are that they are never clear on their 
target audience and often end up pleasing no one. Like, if | 
am making a Marathi film, | know my target is the Marathi 
speaking population and I'll write the dialogues and script 
accordingly. But, if | make a bi-lingual, I'll be confused. It's 
better to be sure of one's content. 


Now that you have launched your second film, 
what are your plans for Affluence Movies? Will 
you also produce Hindi films? 

Hindi films are definitely in the offing as the audience 
bandwidth is awesome. But | feel a need to give back 
something to the industry that has created me. In fact, | 
would have never given up theatre if it wasn't for the money. 
Marathi is my mother tongue and right now our cinema is 

in a good phase. So, | don't see any reason to invest in 

a magnanimous project on a scale that | won't be able to 


handle. 
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Being a mainstream actor in Bollywood, don't 
you think we discount the importance of regional 
cinema? 

| think that was the case earlier. In the recent times, we 
have started taking regional cinema seriously. A Marathi 
film like Duniyadaari raked in a collection of X 20 to 25 
crores and it's evident that there are people out there who 
want to watch quality regional cinema. Even in the overseas 
market we have a considerable audience for Marathi films. 
It is necessary that regional producers start taking risks and 
releasing films abroad. Even if we release a film per month, 
at least that visibility will help us. 


What about your acting career? 

| have Waah Taj that should release by the end of March, 
next year. Then there is a comedy with Sunny Deol and 
Arshad Warsi and another one with Paresh Rawal followed 
by a Marathi adventure film called Baaji being produced by 
DAR Motion Pictures and Indian Magic Eye.

T Tarun Tejpal case brings sexual 
harrassment and rape into the spotlight. 
Director-producer duo Denis Selarka and 
Mehul Simaria and lead artist Alisha Khan, 
who's upcoming film Dare You has a few 
unconventional ways of punishing rapists, 
visited the Blockbuster office to speak out 
their rage against this issue. In a serious 
panel discussion the team talks about their 
insights and research on rape and how the 
time has come to take women seriously. 


Does the Tarun Tejpal case resonate with the theme 
of your film? 

Denis: The Tarun Tejpal case is about harassment of women 
at their work place and since Dare You deals with the brutality 
of rape and its repercussions, | think the relevance is evident. 
Molestation and harassment also amounts to rape. 

Mehul: | think, the problem lies in the overall conditioning. 

It is very important for men to understand that when a girl 
says ‘No’ it means ‘No’. That refusal is not negotiable. As a 
society, we have to get over labeling women. Just because 
she wears short clothes or parties late into the night and 
drinks it doesn't mean she is asking for it. 


What kind of punishment do you deem correct for 
rapists? Do they deserve a chance to be reformed 
or killing them is the only option? 

Denis: Every person deserves a chance but we have been 
giving them that chance for far too long now. And, what 
about the victims? Do they get another chance at life? We

are well aware of the trauma rape victims go through and the 
stigma attached. So many cases go unreported due to this. 
Mehul: In our film, we have shown the victim killing her 
rapists in a brutal manner because we think that if rapes are 
not curbed, one day a woman will snap and take up arms 
against her perpetrators. With the increasing number of rape 
cases being registered, it is time for action. There has to be a 
revolution of sorts that will instill a sense of fear in the minds 
of men who think they can get awoy with it. They should 
realize that abusing a woman can spell their doom. 


Your film has the longest rape scene. Do you think 
it was required? 

Denis: The rape scene has been kept that long because the 
script demanded it. We wanted the audience to relate to Rani 
Dewan's character and also justify the brutality of her actions. 
Also, we wanted to capture what the victim goes through 
while getting raped, how the protests slowly deteriorates to 
helplessness and no matter how strong 

the victim is physically, she can't fight 

her perpetrators at that point in time. 
Alisha: Denis and Mehul Sir had 

proper incubation sessions with me prior 
to filming the rape scene because they 

felt that | should be mentally prepared. 

| did question them on the importance | 
of a rape scene that long but after | 
speaking to real rape victims, | felt it | 
was necessary to depict the trauma they 
undergo in those few minutes.

But you can also be 
accused of titillating the 
audience. 

Denis: That has never been 
our motive. We don't want 
the audience to enjoy the 
rape scenes. We want them 
to understand how the victim 
suffers during and after the 
incident. We want to ingrain 
in their minds that a woman 
deserves respect. That 
though she is the weaker 
sex, she is far stronger than 
you emotionally and if you 
hurt her, she can avenge 
herself. 


We want our film to be seen 
by everyone. Our purpose is 
not to titillate like a B-grade 
film. We want to create an 
awareness. 





What are your views 
on the casting couch? 
Alisha: (Laughs} | think in 
any industry people respect 
your limits. IF you have the 
talent for it, people will 
take notice and you will get 
offers. The casting couch 
exists but not if you don’t 
want it to. 

Denis: (Smiles) | think 

with the Tarun Tejpal case, 
it’s evident that these kind 
of things happen in every 
organization. It's just that 
the entertainment industry 
piques the interest of 
everyone and is hence 
maligned. Besides, we have 
had cases where actresses 
threaten to accuse us of 
molestation if we refuse 
them a role.

Boogie Woogie is back. Why did you take 
a gap of so many years? 

We were never gone. We have been in discussion 
with Sony TV regarding a perfect time slot for the 
last two years. We were sure that unless we get a 
good one, we were not going to start it. Also, by 
2010 there was a flurry of dance reality shows and 
we thought of taking a break. That doesn't mean 
we were put off by the competition.

boasted of the ten (or is it eleven) slaps the hero gets in 
order to win his sweetheart's love. He cuts himself up to 
impress her. Вехлағат had the protagonist park himsell 
at a hair-cutting saloon in front of the heroine's house and 
watch her all day. The saloon owner is not surprised; he is used to strange men hanging 
around wanting a peek into the same house anyway. He bribes the security of her office 
to let him in and propose to her — in the crudest manner possible — and vows to return 
after she throws him out. 


Of course, these men have neither respectable jobs or education nor any visible moral 
character nor looks. They just look like /afanga mawaalis. And neither do these boys 
have any particular motivation to fall in love with those particular women other than the 
stirrings of lust. A brushing of bodies or a snatched gaze in a crowded street, a look at a 


wet rain-soaked body, even a bare navel are enough reasons to evoke ever-lasting love 
Hindi film heroes. 


Remember Vyjayanthimala's vehement Nahiiii... kabhi nahi to Raj Kapoor’s * Bol Radha 
bol... ` in Sangam (1964) and Dharam’s insistent wooing in Pyaar Hi Pyaar (1969)? 


Do women need to be told whom to fall in love with? Even with class concerns about 
the aspiration to snag upper middle class, cultured trophy girls that our cinema has 
always obsessed over, do these girls have to fall so low when they choose someone to 
romance? What Is so heroic about a man who just wants to tire out his love interest inti 
subjugation? Really, is that what young women find attractive - pesky, irritating men. 
following them around in a way that borders on stalking? 


It definitely appears so, if the success of films 
like Raanjhana (2013) or Chashme Baddow 
2013) or the audacity with which Besharam 
was made is anything to go by. Really. what 
do these women see in these ill-mannered 
louts? It’s a question Ajaz Khan keeps askin; 
on Bigg Boss 7 - at times, referring to Tanisha 
romancing the house bully (and unsuccessful 
actor) Armaan Kohli and, at times, referring 
to his own love interest Gauhar Khan flirting 
with the impertinent (and also unsuccessful

Plot: Love, dhishoom dhishoom 
The film is about a young man Romeo 
Rajkumar (Shahid Kapoor) comes out 
nowhere to Dhartipur, where rival 
gangs Parmar (Ashish Vidyarthi) and 
Shivraj (Sonu Sood) fight over control 
for opium farms. By some very obvious 
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machination, Rajkumar manages to be 
enrolled into one of the gangs. He soon 
finds favour with the ganglord Shivraj 
and becomes his right hand mon. In 
the midst of such random violence, 
Rajkumar manages to intercept a bullet 
and fall in love with Chanda (Sonakshi 
Sinha), all in slow motion. He keeps 
following and mouthing kisses at her 
and gets turned down several times. By 
the time Chanda manages to fall for her 
hero, the village ganglord Shivraj has 
also decided to want her as his wife 
(basis a five minute view of Sonakshi's 
wet body rising out of the lake after a 
prayer!). All hell breaks loose but it's 
nothing our Romeo can't handle. 


Aces: LOL moments 
The irreverent lines and funny scenes 
will get you. There were definitely a few 


loud laughs in the auditorium. Especially, 


the fire rescue and the whiplash scene 
are indeed absurdly funny. Sonakshi 
has some witty comebacks and enjoys 
longer footage than most of her films. 
Mukul Dev's role is also meatier than 
usual. Shahid is cute. Pritam's music 
adds a certain zest to the staid plot. But 
that’s about it. 


Minuses: Too macho for nothing 
The biggest drawback is a lack of a

plot. Rajkumar is just stringing together 
of action and comedy scenes and 
tapori songs. Some work, some don't. 
Some of the dialogues and scenes are 
just sexist and crass. However, what's 
most off-putting about Rajkumar is its 
harpy melodrama, its skewed notions 
of masculinity (the film was to be called 
Rambo Rajkumar earlier) and the whole 
concept of ^winning' a girl and claiming 
her as a prize. And of course, the 
excessive clecvage. 


Last Word: A lot of people will expect 
it to be like Rowdy Rathore, and in many 
ways it is. Sel-aggrandising smart alec 
dialogues, stylish action sequences and 
absurd loud comedy, the raunchy item 
numbers, it's all there. 

However, R...Rajkumar tries a little too 
hard. Shahid doesn't quite yet have the 
star equity of Akshay to mouth dialogues 
like, "Silent ho ja, varna mein violent 

ho jaunga!" and be taken seriously. So 
what is cheeky and irreverent in Rowdy 
becomes totally crass and asinine 

in Rajkumar. Also, Rowdy at least 

had a semblance of a plot, however 
implausible. Rajkumar's plot is flimsier 
than Sonakshi's sarees. But we are a 
country where Grand Masti made X 100 
crore, so one can never tell which way 
this film will go. 8

But the recent success of Duniyadaari 
collecting € 28 crore in 50 days has made everyone sit up and take notice. 


Filmmaker and actor Mahesh Manirekar rightly put it, “Marathi has always had a 
rich culture, especially theatre. And this theatre going crowd is used to intelligent 
content. Few years back, Marathi cinema was full of lame comedies which took 
the industry to its lowest depth. But filmmakers like Sujay Dahake, Umesh Kulkarni 
and Satish Rajwade have resurrected the industry by bringing in interesting ideas 
and good films that lead to packed houses. If we have to navigate the theatre 
going crowd towards the cinema halls then the 
content also has be alive, intelligent and sensible. 
Though the films are small budgeted their profit 
margin is very high because we don't 
need to rope in expensive stars or 
shoot in foreign locales to pull the 
crowd.” 
























Though there was never a dearth 

of interesting stories, it took an 
unconventional thriller like Bindaast 
in 1999 to make people throng 
the theatres.

budget of? 30 lakh. In the fol owing year, it created more 
buzz making the world sit up and take notice of Marathi 
Cinema when it got nominated for the best film in foreign 
category at Oscars. It’s a lancmark film which not only 

got global recognition but also a national Award after 

a span of 50 years. Thus, began the growing phase of 
Marathi cinema when filmmakers realized that the only 
way to attract its Marathi audience to theatres was by 
giving them intellectual entertcinment. Mahesh Manjrekar's 
Shikshanacha Aaicha Gho, which was produced in € 2.5 
crore became the talk of industry after earning a whopping 
+ 25 crore. Similarly, his film Mee Shivajiraje Bhonslay 
Boltoy, which was produced in an approximately budget 
of X 4.5 crore went on to collect € 21.5 crores at the box 
office. 


While the rollover of good and successful films continued, 
filmmakers got more confident and the budget of the films 
also expanded. Nishikant Kamat directed Dombivli Fast 

in a budget of? 95 lakh, which was unheard of in the 
Marathi film industry. Later, di-ector Paresh Mokashi's 
Harishchandrachi Factory was shot at a staggering budget 
of 6 crore. Riteish Deshmukh's second venture after Balak 
Palak, titled Lai Bhaari allegedly made with a budget of ¥ 8 
crore.

Welcome to the world of imagination — the world of VFX 
technology! 


























Beyond Imagination 

VFX isn't a new concept in Hindi films. Visual effects experts have been 
working with our filmmakers for the last decade. Currently, industry insiders 
estimate around 70 per cent of Indian films are using VFX. Among the other 
high-profile films of late that used VFX include Wake Up Sid (196 shots), 
Chandni Chowk to China (1,500 VFX shots), Aladin (1,600 shots), Blue (800 
shots), Gezaarish (350 shots), Agent Vinod (626 shots), Boss (1200 shots], 
Bhaag Milkha Bhaag (150 shots), Aashiqui 2 (107) and above all, Tamil film 
Enthiran (2,000 shots). 


A blockbuster like Ra. One used almost 3500 cutting edge visual effects shots 
and set a benchmark for digital innovation and use of technology in movie 
marketing for Bollywood. VFX softwares like Maya, Houdini and Macs, Nuke 
and Shake(for composites) were heavily used in Ra.One. The only other film 
that parallels Ra.One in its visual effects usage till date is Krissh 3, which 

hag used around 50 visual effect sequences, amounting to over 3800 shots. 
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Not surprisingly, industry experts believe that visual effects 
technology will only entrench itself deeper and deeper into 
cinematic storytelling in Indian films 


VFX studio owners opine thct the mindset of Bollywood 
directors is changing. They are now opening up the vast 
options available to them because of VFX in science fiction, 
adventure and mythological films. "Earlier, a lot of film 
producers would enquire about stock VFX shots. They would

So 
you have an unplugged version, a ballad version and a 
remixed version. Besides that we have an original and 
remix version of ‘Tum bhi ek bar...,' ‘Mere sath chal... ,' 
'"Shabnami sham...' and ‘Chota ek ghar...'. All the songs 
are romantic and have a western appeal. (Laughs) We 
have also shot a beautiful music video for the album for 
which | had to undergo a makeover. So this better be 
good! 


How has the response been so far? 

Whoever has heard the songs has been very appreciative 
of them. However, the problem with the music albums is 
that no one wants to touch them. We have approached 
TV and radio channels to play our songs but apparently 
everything has to be paid for. If you are investing so 
much in an album, right from conceptualising a song to 
recording it, the least you expect is support in promotions. 


Do you think that is the reason the album 
culture never really picked up in India? 

Yes, that is the primary reason why singers hesitate before 
launching an album. For established singers like me, who 
have a robust body of film songs to show for, doesn't 

get affected if an album doesn't get exposure. But a 
newcomer who has the talent and is investing in an 
album, gets discouraged when their work isn't 
recognised. Also, | think in India people are 
obsessed with filmi music. 


Why IK Record then... 

| had offers from big labels like Sony Music, Universal 
and others, but all of that came with a set of conditions. 
My albums travel the world but they didn’t want to invest 
beyond a point, so it was better that | come out with my 
own. IK Records is my vision; it gives me the liberty to 
work with other international artists as well. 


What is Satisfya all about? 

Satisfya is a glimpse to an ensemble album of different 
genres; it has Punjabi rock music, Bollywood and bits of 
international compositions for a world audience. | have 

a decent fan base in countries like Poland, Russia, Africa 
and other western nations so | ensure that global quality in 
my songs. Satisfya will surpass Amplifier surely. 


How was it performing live in India? 
It was overwhelming. People here understand and 
appreciate different types of music. The amount of craze

We didn't know what to do with a hero who didn't 

fight villains or eve-tease or chase the heroine or sing 

vulgar songs. We didn't know that a film hero could be a decent bloke. We didn't 
know Hindi heroes kissed heroines on the mouth. All we knew was that we cried 
when Raj dies at the end. We walked out of the theatre sniffing, knowing that 
life, and certainly films, would never 
be the same again. Our generation 
started wearing bags on one 
shoulder and colourful chantya-chol 
like Juhi Chawla. | exchanged song 
books and bought picture postcards 
of Aamir. 

The chocolate hero, everybody 
called him. I didn’t know what that 
meant. Girls my age worshipped 
him and till Salman Khan happened 
the year after that, we were singularly 
loyal to Aamir. We gossiped about 
the rumours of his marriage. We carefully wrote down songs of D//at the back 
of our exercise books. We played and rewound OSOT video tapes just to seg 
how his wife looked.

Tap dancing in Dhoom 3? Huh. That's not the first time AK has tap-danced, 
see Afsana Pyar Ka. The intelligent actor? Really? Watch Mela or Mann. It is 
surprising how Rangeela has completely wiped otf the existence of Aatank H. 
Aatank which released the same year. Serious actor? See Andaz Apna Apna 

He is just an actor. He has given duds, big duds. And he has given hits, 
big hits. Happens to all heroes. But Aamir is special. He didn’t play the action 
game like Salman did; neither did he gun tor the awards like SRK. He went tor 
control. With just a few tactical films like Sarfarosh, Lagaan, Dil Chahta Hai, the 
actor morphed into a larger-than-life star in the space of a single year, managing 
to erase his entire history of failed films controlling our memory of his work. 

Now the film industry calls him the thinking/sensitive Khan, the first

A calm Tabassum 
asked larger-than-lite film stars about their life, their work 
among other things without being overwhelming. Till today, 


it holds the records of the longest running show in Indian 
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TV history ( it ran for 21 years. Yes, it even beats CID!). At 
the time, when stars were considered superhumans, this was 
the only way for audiences to know details of their lives. It is 


said that Tabassum charged € 75 per episode. 


Buniyaad 
This Indian TV drama series directed by Ramesh Sippy and 


Jyoti Sarup was set in the pre-independence era. It showed 


the partition of India, and its after effects. 

The serial is so popular among the masses even today 
that it has been aired. several times since the first time in 
1986. In June 2013, the serial was aired for the sixth time on 
the occasion of its 27th anniversary. At the time, Ramesh 
Sippy had considered remaking the serial with a twist in the 
plot. 


Tara 

Those who watched this cult serial knew Tara, Kanchan. 
Arzoo and Sheena just like their own friends. Such was the 
popularity of. the serial that till today, the actors are referred 
by their screen names. This serial, which ran for five years, 
was the Hrst to show urban Indian women. The serial 
enthusiasts will recall that the episode always ended on a 
surpise note—a way for makers to get the audiences back 


the next day. And ім n did they succeed! 


Hum Log 
No discussion. on Indian. TV is incomplete without the 


mention of Hum Log, the country’s first soap opera. It is 


said that people adjusted their daily activities to watch this 
programme with their entire family. The series, which lasted 
154 episodes was the longest running serial at the time it 
ended. 

The original serial was remade and retlecast as Ham— 
Ek Chote Gaon Ki Badi Kahani іп 2012. Only Sushma Seth 
was retained from the original cast. The other cast included 
Mona Wasu, Vineet Kumar, Suhasini Mulay, Anjan Srivastva, 
Himani Shivpuri and Harsh Chhaya. 


Flop Show 
Through this 1989 sitcom, writer and director late Jaspal 
Bhatti, who died in a car crash in October 2012, showed 
the shortcomings of the `ndian bureucracy without being 
preachy at all. While the actors remained the same they 
played different characters in every episode. Bhatti's wife, 
Savita played his on-screen wife in all the episodes. 

Such was the populrity of this programme, that Bhatti 
did not have to use canne laughter.

How different is the Dolby ATMOS technology? 
Dolby ATMOS creates a whole new listening experience 
for the audience; the detailing is much more profound. At 
any given point in time, at any scene, there are a lot of 
sounds pouring in from various sources. Sound is never 
one-dimensional, nor it can have fixed sources around you. 
That will make it sound artificial and the whole movie- 
watching experience goes for a toss. With Dolby ATMOS, 
there are speakers installed all over, at various points. This 
helps us create a much more layered sound pattern that is 
multi-dimensional. 


How much did the use of the technology help you? 

Like I pointed out, it has a scope for auditory perspective. 
So, I had a boy wailing and the helicopter above, and both 
the sounds were as prominent. This created a much more 
realistic scenario which you might haven’t noticed because 
that’s how flawlessly it is done. In fact, the failure of a sound 
designer is when the audience notices his manipulations, It 
is an art to seamlessly merge the scene with a sound pattern 
you have created, and that can only be perfected with time.

Will sound designing with the help of this technology 
take 3D to a different level? 

I dont know if sound can trulv be called the fourth 
dimension as it is part cf the three dimensional appeal. 
Earlier, we didn't feel the need for such technology. We 
had dialogue-heavy family dramas that required little or no 
manipulation. However, ve got really excited when Dolby 
came to India. The technology is a tool that enhances the 
art and the better the tool, so is the output. 

The Indian vouth is very smart; they are aware of the 
technology available and will pay for it only when they think 
it's worth the experience. and not something that you can 
watch at home. Right now, there are very few theatres that 
support Dolby ATMOS, but with time I am sure every 
theatre will have such systems installed. 


How much creative freedom do you have while 
manipulating the sounc in films? 

Complete. There is no creative involvement of the 
director except the inputs I receive as a brief when | 
watch the film before manipulating its sounds. The 
director understands that “ust like he is the master of his 
art, I am of mine, and it is with mutual respect that we 
work together. 


How involved are you in the songs of the film? 
For the better part of my career, I have been recording 
and mixing songs. So, I am very particular about mixing 
my own songs for the film that I am working on. 1 
believe that helps maintaia continuity too as it's easier 
for me to slip into a scene from a song instead of it all 
sounding cacophonic. 








At times, however it gets verv difficult to mix 
song, especially when it's for a director like Sanjay Lecla 
Bhansali whose vision of cinema is larger-than-lite. 
When I see the way he has shot songs, | have to often 
tweak the music according to that. For ‘Dola Re... oi 
Devdas, when I saw the finished song, I realised there was 
a point when a bunch of dancers, wearing ghungroos, 
joins the two actresses, and there was no sound ot them. 
The ghungroos should have jangled, so I called tor about 
300 ghungroos, made my assistants wear them and dance. 


I then added the recorded sound to the song. 


What future projects are you working on? 
Right now, there's nothing that I can talk about. However, 
I am eyeing a few Hindi and Bengali projects that I should 


be able to start soon.

[t was a regular Friday morning in the citv until the clock 
struck seven. The impending had occurred. On January 
17, 2014, the Bengali film industry lost one of its prized 
legends—an inimitable actress, and possibly the last 
tace of the golden age of Bengali Cinema: Suchitra 
Sen. Despite having chosen a reclusive lite away trom 
the fanfare and media outcry for over 40 vears, she 
never missed hitting the headlines whenever cinema was 
discussed. 

In a career spanning over 26 years, with only 59 films 
to her credit, she managed to captivate generatióons v ith 
her ethereal beauty and strong celluloid performances, 
Belonging to an era of black and white movies, when 
entertainment only meant Uttam-Suchitra pairing in 
films, Suchitra Sen enthralled with her myriad characters

As Paro in Derdas, cr Rina Brown in Saptapadi, Or 
Debjani in а” Falguni, she modernised the screen woman 
as a nurse, teacher, journalist, lawyer, and even PM. Gulzar, 
who worked with her in Aandhi said she was ‘too graceful 
and disarmingly comfortable to work with’. Not only did she 
earn many loyal fans of all ages but also managed to garner 
applause from her peers for her unmatched popularity and 


uncompromising stand foz quality. 


The other side 

Sen’s fascinating success 
story also had its share 
of shortcomings. While 
she was at the peak of 
her success, there were 
also people who had 
reservations about her 
acting credentials. Her 
stint in Hindi films was not 
smooth. Her film Aandhi 
was banned during the 


She played Aarti, a leading 


emergency. 


politician, who meets her husband after years of separation. 
Hers was a role with political undercurrents whose impact 
was loud in theatres, and bzyond. It's said she overshadowed 
a brilliant Sanjeev Kumar, and even Gulzar’s tight script. 
Suchitra Sen bagged the National Award for the same in 
1975. 

Her faulty diction in Hindi cut short her career in 
Bollywood though all the films she featured in were with 
A-Listers of the industry. Dilip Kumar priased her highly for 
her portayal of Paro in Devdas, which remains undisputed 
despite several remakes. Though her Hindi films weren't 
big earners at the box off.ce, Dharmendra, who starred in 

4 Mamita with the actress said, *Icll take a lifetime for another 
Suchitra Sen to be born." Her body of work testifies that 
she could have been a bigger national phenomenon but she 
preferred to be a more household name in her vicinity, She 


called it a day after her fi m Pronoy Pasha flopped in 1978. 









The legacy 
It’s unfortunate that 
despite her invaluable 
presence in cinema, 
the government never 
recognised her efforts 
unlike other stalwarts. In 
2006, she was listed for 
the Dadasaheb Phalke Award, 

but the committee dismissed as she was not physically 
present to receive it from the president. Whether the 
do 1t pi ysthumously or not is something to be seen. 

As she succumbed to cardiac arrest following het 
prolonged illness in Kolkata, the news of her demise 
created ripples across India. Condolence messages and 
praises poured in from veterans across generations; 
fortunate to live in the same times as hers. The creme 
de la crème ot the Bengali film fraternity were present 
in her last journey as the government of West Bengal 
honoured her with a gun salute. She was bid the final 
adieu amidst tears and sighs. But her enigma will live on 
till cinema lives and a chord will be struck somewher:

The young debutant director of Abhay Deol

ow did the idea for One By Two strike you? 


| was always interested in six degrees of 

separation—how we are all connected and we 
meet each other eventually. Unless destiny intervenes, we 
never meet each other. And once you do, you suddenly 
figure out so many connections. Plus, I have observed 
that in urban India, as soon as people turn 30, they 
reconsider all the decisions they have taken until then. 
Whether career-wise or personally, everyone is evaluating

Did you observe something around you?

Five vears later, 
while doing her diploma at XIC in Mumbai, she found 
out that her classmate who was the junior editor of the 
daily had put those pictures. They had started dating by 
then. So, such stories happen. Sometimes if you are not 


ready for each other, you won't meet. 


Given your friendship with Abhay Deol and Preeti 
Desai, was it easy for you to cast them for your first 
film? 

Honestly, Abhay was not interested to act in it; he just 
called me one fine day and asked me to write and direct a 
film which he would produce. He told me, “I have been 
saving I want to direct a film since the time we met 10 
years ago." He didn't want to act in it since it was his first 
production venture. However, I always wanted to work 


with Preeti Desai. So I told him that I would come up 


with a story with 





Preeti in it. He was little nervous 
about it thinking what people 
would say about him producing 
his girlfriend's film. He agreed, 
and after a few days, 1 gave him 
a script. He liked it, and told me 
I want to work in it toa. People 
keep telling him he needs to do 
lighter movies, but he wants them 
to be quirky and unconventional.

I wanted 
the audience to walk away thinking, “Oh my God, I just had 
a private conversation with Mandela." When people see him, 
he walks into a press room, press office, press c nference... 
what is it like prior to him walking into a press conference? 
He was quite shy when he was younger, even though he was 
quite eloquent and a formidable character. I wanted to bring 
him out a little bit. The whole story is a love story. I wanted to 
show a man in love. And that required some interpretation. 


Did you meet Nelson Mandela in person? 

No, I did not get to meet Mr Mandela due to his health 
problems, and I deeply regret it. But it was a massive 
opportunity to be part of a true legend's life, and more 
importantly, for the film to re-educate people on this legend. 
Since I never met Mr Mandela, our interpretation of him 
was without his personal influence. If I get judged on my 
performance or how I s und or look, I think people will 
have missed the point. The point is the book—by the same 
name as the movie—which is about his life in his own words. 


What kind of preparation did you do? 

| watched a lot of footage; I listened to his voice a lot. I kind 
of watched his body language. I also watched the people and 
how they reacted to him. There were lots of people going 
‘Ah, and that was what I realised his essence was about. 


Mandela... warmed many hearts but the critics didn't 
quite like it. 

We were very keen to portray Mandela as a man, as a human 
being, and that included some parts of his life that might not 
be as flattering as we might think. Maybe that is one of the 
things that didn't work for the critics as they wanted to see 
only the positive side of Mandela. 


What was the biggest challenge that you faced apart 
from playing Mandela? 

There were a few. I think playing the range realistically— 
from around 20, which was practically impossible, to around 
70, and mapping out the whole journey. Things happen to 
his body, his mind, his voice in that whole time, and that was 
the biggest journey. We were trying to figure it all out in this 
six-month shoot. And we didn't shoot in sequence, we shot 
out of sequence. Some days, or some weeks, Id be older 
Mandela and others, Id be younger Mandela. Pulling it all 
in and making sense of it was the biggest challenge for me.

Winnie Madikizela Mandela led a very chequered life. 
What were you thinking when you agreed to play such 
a character? 

| have to tell the truth, whica is that I didn't know who Winnie 
Mandela was when | got the part. | agreed tO play the role 
because Га worked with Justin Chadwick on another movie 
called The First Grader and we were promoting it in Toronto. 
They asked me if I would like to work in this movie and 1 
said yeah, because | thought I knew who Nelson Mandela 
was. I thought Winnie Mandela was a woman who stood by 


his side and supported him. that’s it. 


While portraying the character and preparing for it, did 
you discover anything different from what is popularly 
known about Winnie? 

For me, it was a huge shock. And I didn’t watch any of the 
other portrayals of Winnie Mandela because I don’t generally 
do that you know. So, it was a huge shock when I started 
my research and discovered how controversial she is. | 
discovered how integral she was to the Free Nelson Mandela 
movement. She led a movement, and particularly, the youth 
uprising in Soweto—I didn t know any of that, and so for me 
it was such an education. With all of the knowledge, I just 


felt this huge responsibility to portray her faithfully. 


Did you do any kind of research for your character? 
Yes, I did a lot of research on who she was and how essential 
she was in Mandela’s fight against apartheid. | got to know 
the different sides to her, and how she was so much more 
than just Mandela's wife. 


Did you take any tips frcm the woman herself on how 
to play her right on the big screen? 

[ have met her several times now, but I first met her because 
Idris (Elba) organised a cinner for us before we started 
filming. He said, “Let's go and sit down with Winnie.” I was 
terrified, but she was really generous. The most important 
thing for me to ask was how do vou want to be portrayed, 
and she said, "You've donc your research; you are the right 
person for this role, all I ask is that you portray me honestly." 
That was so liberating beczuse Га felt I was in tight jacket; 
everybody had such strong opinions about who she was. I 
met her again at the premiere in South Africa and she cried 
and said, "That's exactly bow it was and you managed to 
capture my essence on screen." That was the critic I was 


most worried about, and if she's happy, then I am happy. 


Playing the role of a real-life character who is still alive 
can be very intimidating. Did you feel it too? 








Absolutely. I think it’s the most intimidating and challenging 


role Гуе ever played. It sent me nearly insane because | 
didn’t realise what a dark place Winnie inhabited. | didn’t 
know about her being tortured, her kids being taken away, 
her being in solitary confinement for 180 days—I didn’t 
know about all of that. But it’s the performance, I’m most 


pre ud of so far in my life. 


Mandela: Long Walk To Freedom won the Golden 
Globe only in the Best Original Song category. Do vou 
think it deserved a few more golden statuettes? 

For me, I think how many awards this movie gets would bx 
less as It's about Mr Mandela—he deserves an award. Hi 
deserves any sort of prize you can get after what he did.

amazing because it was financed there; it was made there 
And the artistry comes from there. It would be such a big 


salute to their industry.

Few films that are made appeal to single-screen 
crowds, but when such a film comes from a reputed 
production house and beasts of a decent star cast, the 
distributor asks for impractical minimum guarantee 
(MG). 

This is not true now because big film distributors and 
producers want to have maximum number of screens to 
release their film. If the cinema is reasonably maintained, 


then there is no dearth of business. 


Shouldn't distributors be more practical when dealing 
with single screens since they can't go on increasing 
ticket rates to cover high MG like multiplexes. 


Usually ticket rates are increased for big budget films, or 


those films which are released on festivals. If a cinema | 
reasonably maintained and in range for audiences it need 


not give MG. 


At multiplexes the share of the distributor tapers 
down as the film goes into its second or third week, it 
is the single screen that gives constant share to a film 
every week 

In my opinion, this is not true because the share oi 
distributors ot single screens also tapers down as the film 


goes in to its second or third week. 


It is necessary for a film to be appreciated by both the 
multiplex as well as single-screen audiences for it to 
turn into a big grosser and therefore isn't the survival 
of single screen as much necessary? 

Basically, multiplex and single-screen cinemas are on ап 
equal footing. In India, there is every class of audience that 
have different paying capacity. Even small-budget films can 


do well at single-screens or multiplexes, if correctly priced 


How does one explain this new trend of issuing 
inflated figures to media by certain artistes? In their 
one-upmanship race, aren’t they ruining the credibility 
of the industry? 

There are different ways to judge the collection. The most 
widely use method is the ticket gross collection inclusive ot 
taxes which public pays to see a particular film. This is the 
most correct figure to indicate the business of a particular 
film. Many ре ple report different net collection exclusive 
Of taxes and distributor share to the media because of which

maximum budget for promotion for an 

A-grade film in our industry ought not

of money in promotion. W= ought to learn from the south 
where a Rajanikant's film is promoted with a budget which 
does not exceed “3 crore. Here, in Bollywood we do not see 
logic and spend as much as “15 crore on a film.

You are known to do conventional stories 
unconvertionally. You pick up Derdas and turn 
it into a dark romantic story.

My partner in the company Sanjay 
Kapur has been very helpful. When I was acting, 
he wouldn t let the pressure of production unsettle 
me. It's the timing, the market, nature of business 
and other factors that made me take up production. 
I did it to give a platform to new talent. 1 want 
directors to be able to make a film of their choice 
without inrerference. The films I have been part of 
were very hard to make. Most of them were not 
even marketed well.

Somdatta Sen 


How has life changed after Camel Safari? 
Personally it hasn't changed much, just been the same way 
of life. People recognise me more now and that's humbling. 
Earlier, I had no special xlentity so a lot of hard work and 
struggle went into creating one.

Did your father’s association with films help you shape 
up as an actor? 

Absolutely, I have grown up knowing cinema. The exposur 
has been wide, and so has been the insight.

Shekhar Suman had said Heartless is dedicated to his 
late son who died of a heart condition. How much of 
the film is his story? 

The only similarity the story has with my late brother's 
condition is the fact that my character called Aditya 
Singh is suffering from a rare heart disease called ЕМЕ 
My brother too had the same condition. Apart from that, 
there is no relation between Heartless and my brother. But 
it is a tribute to him and all the mothers. 


What do you remember about him? 

Well, I don't have many memories of him but what 1 
clearly remember was my brother was pretty possessive 
about his video games. I used to be really scared while 


playing those games. 


Was it difficult to act in scenes 
that referred to your brother? 

I wouldn't call them difficult, but 
thev were definitely emotional.

imaginatively when he is given an assignment to frame 101 
questions about the world around him. At the same time, 
his father, a trade unionist loses his job and develops a 
serious health problem that he hides from his family.

go parallel only to mect tragically 
in the end. Ce//u/aid by Kamal is 
a well composed and heartfelt 
tribute to | C Daniels, the father 

of Malayalam film industry. This biopic is richly informed 

by the social апа histerical reality. 

Kanyaka Talkies by K R Manoj is also 

about the experience and legacy of 

cinema, Taking off from the story 

of an old cinema theatre undergoing 

transformation, the film delves into the 

complex experience of human desires, 

aspirations and bodily pleasures. 

Shutter by Joy Mathew deals with 

the experiences of a Malayali who 

has returned from the Gulf. The seediness, the secret 

lives of people is well-expressed in this film. The Artist by 

Shyamaprasad is a chamber drama involving two artists in a 

live-in relationship. The fact that the protagonist is a painter 

becomes a part of the visual stylisation of the film. 

Kunjananthante Kada is about a dogmatic small shop owner, 

who lives in an unhappy marriage and resists change. His 
wife is quite vocal and articulate. 
So, the small shop that he owns 
by the main road becomes his 
refuge. And when under the 

road-widening scheme, it has 

to go, Kunjananthan’s world is 

shaken, but an unexpected turn 

of events presents an unforeseen 


solution tO his problems. 


Bengali 
Ajana Batas by Anjan Des explores the silent, introspective 
world of a young girl, who has problems in communicating 
her feelings. The film had many lyrical passages. Satyanweshi 
is the last film by the hte Rituparno Ghosh. He took a 
detective story set in the last century and successfully made 
a psychological drama that seeks to 
unravel the complex motivations of 
human behaviour. Ме е Dhaka Tara 
by Kamaleshwar Mukherjee and 
ipur Panchali by Kaushik Ganguly 
pay homage to the legacy of the 
masters Ritwik Ghatak end Satyajit 
Ray respectively. The førmer is a 
fictionalised biography of Ghatak made in black and white to 
enhance the period feel, while the latter is a search in real life 
of a child actor who played an immortal character in Ray’s 
ather Panchali and then lived on without any connection with 
cinema, Interestingly, Mezbe Dhaka Tara has a mercurial form 
like Ghatak’s films, while Ipur Panchali has an understated 


realistic feel. 


Phorine by Indranil 

Roychowdhury is the story of an 

adolescent boy, who lives more 

in his own imagination than the mundane reality, is set in a 
village in north Bengal. A perceptive young history teacher 
recognises his potential and encourages 
him to be himself. Thus, begins a 
complex journey of this boy. While 
focussing on the protagonist, the film 
makes us aware of the socio p» litical 


reality in the microcosm of ах Шаре. 


Marathi 

Fandry by Nagraj Manjule portrays 
the condition of Dalits in rural India. 

Although it is about the romantic aspiration of an adolescent 

who falls in love with an upper class girl, there is no 

sentimentalism. The harsh reality is brought out in a series 

of realistic events which lead to the surprising and explosive 

climax. Гараа! by Laxman Utekar is another deeply moving 

film set in rural Maharashtra. It is about the relationship of 

an adolescent boy with the family of the village postman. 

The story ends with

Were you inspired by any novel to make your film 
Artist? 

It was a novel called *Dreams in Prussian Blue' written by 
the Pune based writer Paritosh Uttam I read three years 
ago that inspired me to make the film. It captivated me in 
the first reading itself. Though the story has been set in 


Mumbai, it could happen anywhere in an Indian city. 


How did you zero in on Fahadh Fazil to play the title 
role in your film? 

Right from the time I read the novel, I had Fahadh in 
my mind though it took me a long time to cast the right 
actress, as his leading lady. I cast Anne Augustine because 
| needed a girl who has a confident screen presence but 
is also unassuming, naive and vulnerable with ar internal 
softness. I felt that I should go in for a comparatively new 
face instead of an established actress and I am very happy 


with the way Anne has performed in my film. 
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How would you describe your film Artist? 

It is a film that sets out to trace the journey of two artists 
the eccentric genius Michael and Gayatri, who hails 
from a conservative Brahmin family, who study together 
in a college. Both decide to live in together. The film is 
about the challenges faced by Michael who struggles to 
transtorm his artistry on to canvas and how both Michael 
and Gayatri tackle egoism, selfishness and their artistic 
demands, when an accident turns Michael blind. My film 
also talks about the trauma which an inter-caste live-in 


relationship entails. 


What is the message that you have set out to drive 
through your film? 

As a filmmaker, I do not at all believe in driving home 
any message to my audience, because I am of the opinion 
that art does not work that way and a film need not end 
with a neat & clear message or take a didactic tone. I feel 


that each and every viewer, whether a male or a female, 





will take home his or her own impressions about the life 
around him, and I also believe that the task of art is not 
tO judge and categorise pople аз goi id or bad but to find 


goodness in a seemingly bad person and vice versa. 


What is your approach to casting as a filmmaker? 
Casting is never easy. It is а two way process. The traits of 
your actor ought to maten with your characters and there 


should be a pre CESS of Osmosis between the role and the 


actor. Though I did have workshops with my actors prior 


to the shooting since I want my actors to find themselves 
in the roles. I do not believe in spoon feeding them. I feel 
that improvisation is a method and a great tool for actors 


to create their own characters in their own inimitable way. 


I believe in sharing with my actors. I am not a master 


mind who keeps his actors in a tight leash or keep all the 
creative ideas as a secret, hidden from the actors. I do not 
treat my actors like set props or furniture. They are human 
beings with their own thinking minds and I want them to 


contribute their truthful human experience into my film . 


Go on! 

As a filmmaker, I make t a point to trv to be honest to 
the material that I talk about. My films aren't conscious 
experiments in forms. I am not too worried about 
form, because it is an ir evitable part of the content of 
my film and it will happen organically. Mv films reflect 
my concerns, impulses, mtuitions etc about life. I try to 
express truth, which vou do not get to see in mainstream 
films. My films try to look deeper into the human psyche. 


What kind of films do you like to make? 

| like to make films which talk about contradictions in 
our lives. I live in a world where rights, wrongs and value 
systems are іп a flux. Basically I like to make emotional 
dramas where the human face itself becomes the intriguing 


landscape. My films like Ore Kadal with Mammootty апа 


Jasmine and Electra with Manisha Koirala are studies in 


inter-personal relationship and human psychology. I think 
it is probably my USP. 


Most of the heroes in vour films are flawed! 

І confess that my heroes whether it was the characters 
of Mammootty in Ore Xadal, Fahadh in Artist or even 
Manisha Koirala in Electra have flaws, and the moral 
integrity of the characters that they set out to play in my 
films, is often questionadle. That is because I am of the 


opinion that today the perfect man exists only in escapist

To what extent does the star system influence the 
Malayalam film industry today? 

Though there was a time when there were onlv a handful 
of stars, whether it was Madhu, Satvan and Prem Nazi 
in the 60’s and 70’s or Mammootty and Mohanlal all 
through the 80's and 90's , today the number of stat 
increased and quite a large number ot vounger stars hav 
emerged on the scene like Prithviraj Sukumaran, Fahad!

Mammootty) etc. | am ot the opinion that vou are bourx 
to be subservient to an actor when vou base your nim on 


his popularity at the box office. 


Does it mean that you do not compromise as a 
filmmaker at times?

Tell us about your film English? 

Га say that English is a kaleidoscopic take on the moral, 
emotional and ethical issue confronting the global Malavali 
today, who come from a different socio-economi 
strata and vet their emotions are universal 
all a picture post card film.

How conducive is the Marathi film scenario today 
for filmmakers like you to experiment with your own 
themes? 

Sunil: All said and done, the fact is that audiences as well 
as filmmakers in Marathi industry are maturing, We feel 
that making a good film is possible in Marathi though 
ensuring its success isn't. 

\s filmmakers, we believe in abiding by the word we 
give to our produces and completing our film within the 
stipulated time period on the agreed subject. It has alwavs 
been our endeavour to make films that are popular, but do 
not necessarily Carry the tag of a film festival.

You have а controversial 
character called Dhoble in 
your film Dee Saturday Night.

Now that Dhoble has been transferred, will it affect 
your subject?

People come and 
go, but some people leave an impact on others through 
their acts. For instance, everybody remembers or former 
prime minister, Atal Bihari Vajpayee with fondness. There 
were many great PMs after him, but his name is recalled 
with a certain pride. Likewise, for whatever reason dhoble 
was transferred, he did svonders for the society. We have 
tied to show this in the social satire. 


Are other characters ir the movie also inspired by real 
life people? 

Yes. Almost all the characters are inspired from real life. We 
have the Gorai beach gangrape case which happened.

Don't you think Madhur Bhandarkar has already 
shown that in film Fashion?

100 producers made films and almost all of them did well. 
Today, only films by big producers. Everybody wants big 
stars, a big budget, big banner and huge publicity but there 
is no quality. And since multiplexes have entered they just 
wants big movies. In a way, this is killing the industry today. 
There was a time when music ruled the industry but today 
that’s not the case. Change is fundamental, and it is must. 
I would like to add that big stars were not always big, the 
were strugglers too at the beginning of their career, I always 
believe in new talent and will always encourage it. 


Today, producers spend lakhs on publicity and not on 
the movie. What do u have to say? 

| believe that a producer should spend on the publicity 
keeping the movie in mind. If the movie is over publicised, 
people will think the film is certainly not good and why it ts 
being publicised everywhere. I think if the film is good it ts 
going to work irrespective of the publicity budget. 


Your movie has a bold subject, did u face any problem 
with censor? 

The Censor Board troubled me a lot. They rejected my 
trailer three times. I had to request them to watch my film 
and the work I had done. After watching my movie, thes 
appreciated and approved my movie. The Censor Boards 
is very partial towards big producers. If you see my songs, 
they have no bold scenes, no vulgarity, but still the board 
created a problem, wheras they allow everything in a big 
film, We producers cannot even take any action against this 
because in Bollywood producers are not united. I want to 
blame our association for this. If one producers movie 
doesn't work, other producers celebrate his loss, which 15 


wrong. 


Your film is going to compete with Imtiaz Ali's 
Highway. 

Small-budget films never get a solo release. We always knew 
that it would clash with rwo-three films. 1 will not change 
the release date of my film because if my film is good it will 
work. Í am very confident of my work, and I hope people 
like it.

Demand differs in every area 


Tinku Singh, group president, SRS Group, tells Shaaminder Malik that in many 
regions the number of multiplex screen is still below the requirement 


Every producer wants 
to add more screens 
than the last big 
release, an approach 
which has often 
backfired. How do 
you justify this? 

Today, most producers 
ensure they get the 
maximum bang tor their 
buck within the first 
week or first. fortnight. 
Therefore, the present 





strategy of maximum 
screens Is preferred. With more screens the movie may 
run for a week or a fortnight, but with lesser screens it will 


run for longer periods. In the end, it all evens out. 


Why do distribution/production houses feed wrong, 
inflated collection figures to media? 

The figures are not necessarily inflated. But since so 
many other things are taken into account, such as music 
rights, overseas rights, sal: of merchandise, it may seem 
that these figures are inflated, which is not really the case. 
However our firm belief and mantra is to be real. As it 
is rightly said “Thinking something does not make it true. 
Wanting something does not make it real". 


Shouldn't filmmakers lay more stress on the script 
as more and more big budget films without good 
content are failing 

Script and content are сасаПу important for big as well as 
small budget films. But sir.ce shelf lives of films are short, 
each maker seeks a differznt route to recover his money. 
If anything is lacking, it is the film's producers who bears 
the brunt. Those who produce films without content do 
so at their own risk. 


Trailers of films are sometimes deceptive—what is 
shown in the trailer is not there in the movie. Do 
patrons feel cheated? 

Professionals will avoid such practices due to which 
patrons could feel short-changed. Those that follow such 
practices will naturally bezr the consequences sooner than 
later. 


Films are rarely promoted creatively these day, except 
of course ones that have Aamir Khan in them. What 
is your opinion? 


Aamir is known to wear his thinking cap at at all times, 
and the effort is apparent. The others follow their own 
stvle of doing things and therefore the difference in thc 
two approaches. But at the end of the day, each person 
does what s/he is comfortable with. One cannot blindh 
ape another person as this is bound to fail unless one ts 


conversant with that specific style of operation. 


Isn't the supply of multiple screens exceeding 
demand already? 

Not necessarily. There are many regions where the number 
of screens 1s below the requirement. Moreover, demand 
supply is dictated largely by the market. So In every region, 
the ultimate numbers will be dictated by the pulls and 
pressures of that region. As they say, “The water always 
finds its own level’. So it is the market that will ultimatreh 


decide what ts the ideal number. 


Multiplexes have been accused of ganging up against 
small film producer. What is you take on that? 

As times change, so do strategies for a specific business 
or region. But there is no question of ganging up against 
small film producer. Each stakeholder has to strategise as 
per what suits them and not as per big or small releases. 
Whether single-screen or multi-screen, each one has a role 
to play іп the scheme of things. A few years ago It was 
predicted that film production would doomed due to stars 
quoting astronomical fees and demanding territory rights, 
but nothing of that sort happened. Today, big and small 
filmmakers have each found their genre. 


What should be done to make sure the single screen 
halls survive? 

The single-screen halls could upgrade their infrastructure 
and services so that the movie-goers enjoy watching 
movies here too. This may mean raising tickets rates 
somewhat, but if there is extra value for money provided, 
there will be no reason why patrons would grudge this 
Multiplexes change higher rates because they provide an 


experience of a totally different kind. 


The distribution trade seems to have lost the personal 
touch it earlier enjoyed as the distributors had their 
money at stake. 

Things cannot be run in the same wav as done In the 
past. Movies that once ran for weeks. months or even 
years don’t run for so long today. This goes not just for 


filmmaking but for every other trade, including the media.

Any genre that has worked іп Hollywood has been tried, 
tested, abused and even misused in India. But ‘road movies’ 
which are a huge hit in the West are rarely attempted here. 
Given the star-driven nature of our industry, it is imperative 
to have a known face and a saleable actor in the lead to 
make any genre successful, but in terms of road movies, 
the travel became the muse of only those who dired to do 
something different. 

There are many who tried to come up with really 
engrossing stories on road and then there were those whose 


attempts made no noise. 


Real ones 
It might sound amusing and also pleasently surprising that 
this genre came into the limilight decades ago with N C 
Sippvs Bombay To Goa іп 1972. 
the flm was Amitabh Bachchan’s first one in the lead role 
and had Mehmood in a humurous and brilliant role. It has 
a high recall value as the punches in the film still make you 
laugh out loud. 

Many years later, Imtiaz Alis Highway, a pertrayal of 


a young girl’s fight to freedom., brought the genre in the 
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mainstream vet again. She discovers herself on the road. 
Imtiaz always had this film in mind when he began his career 
in direction. Highway looks like an extension of Imtiaz’s love 
tor travel as the story spans across six states of India. He 
wanted the place to shape up the story for him. The first 
look promises a fresh-on-the-road story with a very bubbly 
Ша Bhatt in it. 

In 2011, Zoya Akhtar’s epic road travel guy movie 
Zindagi Na Мио Dobara with Hrithik Roshan, Farhan 
Akhtar and Abhay Deol is the most remembered film in 
the genre. The story is about three friends gone adrift who 
decide to revive their pact of going out on an adventurous 
trip before one of them gets married. Along the way, the 
discover love, happiness, friendship and most importantly, 
lite. Many argued the film was tad too long but who cares 
when you have good looking men on screen zooming past 
breathtaking locales? Spain was extensively explored and 
unknown places like Costa Brava, Seville, and Pamplona 
were shown. And who can forget the fascinating Tomatina 
festival? 

V lot can happen when vou hit the road. Abhav Deol, 


the protagonist of Road, Morie goes through one such 


experience in the film. He sets out on a г ad journev to find 
meaning in his life and or the way gets more than he had 
bargained for. Like how the comma separated Road and 
Movie in the title, directo Dev Benegal never tried to let 
one overtake the other 

Now a genre cannot always be subtly and amorously 
used; it often gets manhandled. For example, the story 
of Chalo Dill... sounded funny on paper but on screen, 
it fell short. Fortunately for the film, it managed to make 
money. A story about а hi» woman and her uncanny travel 
companion riding from Jaipur to Delhi seemed like а 
fascinating tale. 

Ram Gopal Varma’s edgy thriller Road, directed bi 
Rajat Mukherjee, could have been India’s answer to every 
Hollywood film that there is of the genre. With the then 
recently discovered Vivek Oberoi and Antara Mali and 
Manoj Bajpavee, the film looked promising, But on the 
silver screen, the film seemed to have followed an unknown 


path, ultimately hitting a cead end. 


The Good Road migat have managed to become 
India’s official entry at the Oscars this year 
but it strangely didn’t impress many. The film 


unfortunately crashed out of the Oscar race.
